O Asking for public money ‘not acceptable’ if funding 
falls short for arena: Sohi O Council wants answers 
from Katz Group, administration before moving ahead 


Based on past attempts at collecting 
community revitalization levies (CRL), 
whether the city can meet its $125-mil- 
lion portion of a new arena cost is 
among scores of details still up in the 
air, say city councillors. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi said so far two 
CRLs, one for expanding Fort Road 
and another for The Quarters redevelop¬ 
ment, have both failed to produce 
any revenue. 

“There’s always a lag time,” said Sohi 
of the span between improving an area’s 
infrastructure to when new resultant 
development flocks to the area. 

A CRL is designed to fund public 
projects by the city fronting the costs of 
infrastructure to promote development 
then collecting taxes from the new 
growth over 20 years. 

“There has to be a Plan B for if no 
development occurs or it is not 
sufficient to raise the $125 million,” 
said Sohi. 

But Coun. Kim Krushell said an arena 
could easily bring the city's proposed 
$125 million through area development, 
especially if at least one high-end hotel 
— which downtown needs an5^ay — is 
part of the new development. 


I Complex issue | 

► City council will next discuss building 
a new downtown arena on April 6 , 
when administration is expected to give 
a report with more details about costs 
and revenue. 

► The current proposal pegs the arena 
deal at $450 million — $100 million from 
Oilers' owner Darryl Katz, $125 million 
from the city through a CRL and another 
$125 million through a ticket tax, plus 
$100 million still outstanding. 

► A city report released last month said 
Edmonton needs 900 more hotel rooms 
and a doubling of conference space 
downtown. 

“I think the administration numbers 
(on CRLs) are conservative,” said 
Krushell, adding she is more concerned 
with who covers overruns if the $450- 
million deal exceeds its budget. 

U.S. economics professor Andrew 
Zimbalist wrote a report released in 
March by Northlands, which currently 
houses the Oilers, calling any financing 
deal depending on CRLs “highly risky.”

MS Society

An apology has been is¬ 
sued from the Alberta 
chapter of the MS Society 
of Canada regarding the 
controversial CCSVI treat¬ 
ment. 

Spokesperson Darrel 
Gregory told CTV News 
they came down too heavi¬ 
ly on the research side of 
the treatment, and will do 
more for those who have 
gone overseas to get the 
treatment and also help 
those who haven’t been 
treated. 

CCSVI opens up blocked 
veins in the neck through 
balloon angioplasty. The 
procedure has not yet 
been approved in Canada.

To his filmmaking buddies 
he was known as Twitch. 

When a friend recalled 
that nickname while on the 
witness stand last week, 
Mark Twitchell couldn’t 
help but smile. 

But to Crown prosecu¬ 
tors Twitch is simply the ac¬ 
cused — a man trapped at 
the intersection of fantasy 
and reality who gruesomely 
dismembered an innocent 
man to further a secret fan¬ 
tasy of becoming a serial 
killer. 

The first-degree murder 
trial in Court of Queen’s 


Bench, entering its third 
week today, has been a sen¬ 
sational mix of the mun¬ 
dane and the macabre, 
beginning and ending with 
Twitchell. 

Court has heard the 31- 
year-old had big dreams of 
telling powerful stories on 
towering silver screens to 
legions of adoring fans. 

He was bom in Edmon¬ 
ton on July 4,1979. He went 
to film school and admitted 
in a police interview that 
movies were his life. 

“I love it, love filmmak¬ 
ing,” he told Det. Mike 


Tabler. “From the first day 
that I stepped on a set in 
August of ’06 was when I 
knew. 

“I was just like, ‘There’s 
no going back.’” 

Twitchell also loved 
comics. 

He had Spider-Man stick¬ 
ers on his laptop. He won 
Halloween prizes for his 
Transformers Bumblebee 
costume. 

When he was arrested 
he had been busy making 
an Iron Man costume in his 
parents’ basement.

Appeals up 
from last 
year: City 

Complaints filed by 
property owners regard¬ 
ing 2011 assessments 
are up this year. 

There were 2,770 ap¬ 
peals made by the March 
14 deadline, as opposed 
to the 2,404 made last 
year. 

The city mailed out 


319,608 property assess¬ 
ment notices in Januaiy, 
notifying residents that 
the value of their homes 
(as of July 1, 2010) was 
up about nine per cent. 

New this year was the 
option of filing online, 
and 1,330 complaints 
were filed that way, said 
Monette Malley, the 
city’s acting director of 
tribunals. 

While the number of 
appeals is up from last 
year, it is about half of 
the four-year average 
since 2008.

Edmonton paled in com¬ 
parison to other cities in 
Saturday’s Earth Hour, actu¬ 
ally using more power — 
an extra one per cent — 
than the same hour the pre¬ 
vious Saturday. 

“We are a little disap¬ 
pointed, but it may have 
had something to do with 
how cold it was,” said Maiy- 
Ann Thurber, spokesperson 
for the city, of the hour’s 
1058.15-megawatt use. 

City hall, Chanceiy Hall 
and Century Place went 
dark, as did the Edmonton 
Public Library’s 17 locations 
and a host of other busi¬ 
nesses, including several 
hotels. 

The University of Alberta 
pitted residences against 
one another for its Darkest 
Tower challenge, while stu¬ 
dents also went head-to- 
head against other 
post-secondary institutions 


► Nova Scotia Power report¬ 
ed the best Canadian pow¬ 
er cut, at 10 per cent, with 
Toronto next at five per 
cent. In the West, Vancou¬ 
ver powered down by one- 
and-a-half per cent, while 
Calgary’s use was 
unchanged.

Thurber said the Oilers- 
Flames rivalry at Rexall was 
irrelevant to the poorer 
showing, as the previous 
Saturday was also a hockey 
night in Edmonton. 

This is the city’s fourth 
time participating by turn¬ 
ing off non-essential equip¬ 
ment and dimming lights 
in recreation facilities, fire 
halls, offices and other city- 
owned buildings. 

World Wildlife Fund or¬ 
ganizer Stephen Price said 
the event is not all about 
energy savings, but instead 
participation for awareness.

The starting gun has sound¬ 
ed for federal candidates, 
but one Alberta Independ¬ 
ent is arguing those with a 
party affiliation had a head 
start. 

After rurming in the 2008 
federal election for Edmon- 
ton-Sherwood Park, James 
Ford said he plans to run 
again but fundraising before 
the election was impossible. 

“You’re faced with a for¬ 
midable task in trying to be 


an Independent,” said Ford. 
“The parties have the cash 
and the organization to 
overwhelm if you’re not 
careful.” 

Calgary-West candidate 
in 2008 and now political 
pundit Kirk Schmidt said be¬ 
cause Independent candi¬ 
dates don’t have a political 
party or constituency office, 
they have no place to har¬ 
bour donations between 
elections. 


“That’s kind of the prob¬ 
lem with Independent 
fundraising, is it’s not neces¬ 
sarily different versus any 
other political party candi¬ 
date but there’s no place to 
hold the money when 
you’re outside of an elec¬ 
toral period,” said Schmidt. 

In the 2008 election, six 
candidates ran as Independ¬ 
ents in Alberta.

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Duceppe bares teeth 
in rebuke of Harper 


O Tories insist on alliance threat, despite denial from 
opposition O Duceppe calls out Harper for hypocrisy 


Stephen Harper appears de¬ 
termined to campaign 
against the notion of a 
coalition threat that his Lib¬ 
eral opponent has explicitly 
ruled out. 

But the Conservative 
prime minister is getting a 
rough ride from Bloc 
Quebecois Leader Gilles 
Duceppe, who says Harper 
is revyriting his own history 
on the issue. 

“He wants this entire 
campaign to rest on a lie,” 
Duceppe said yesterday 
morning during a fiery, tele¬ 
vised rant in Montreal. 


The prime minister 
opened the first full day of 
election campaigning in 
the Toronto suburb of 
Brampton, lauding a laun¬ 
dry list of Conservative 
budget goodies he said 
were rejected by his politi¬ 
cal opponents last week. 

Liberal Leader Michael 
Ignatieff, campaigning in 
Montreal, said “Harper has 
a problem with democra¬ 
cy.” 

A day earlier, Ignatieff 
had ruled out forming a 
coalition government and 
insisted that the party win¬ 
ning the most seats gets the 
chance to form govern¬ 
ment.

There was the 1996 
divorce of his parents, 
Prince Charles and 
Princess Diana, preceded 
by a long period of muted 
hostility, then 
recriminations and mutual 
public confessions of adul¬ 
tery. That was followed by 
Diana’s shocking death in 
a 1997 car crash with her 
boyfriend, and Charles’ 
2005 remarriage to his 
longtime mistress, Camilla 
— a controversial figure 
blamed by many for 
Diana’s loneliness and 
pain. 

And yet the future king 
who has emerged since an¬ 
nouncing his engagement 
in November has won 
praise for his easygoing 
and self-deprecating public 
appearances, whether 
launching a lifeboat with 
his fiancee by his side or 
representing his 
grandmother.

A Canadian soldier has 
been killed in Kandahar 
after an improvised 
explosive device detonat¬ 
ed in a village that has 
been bloodied grounds 
for the militaiy. 

Cpl. Yannick Scherrer 
was on a foot patrol yes¬ 
terday when he was 
killed by an lED near 
Nakhonay, southwest of 


Kandahar city. 

The 24-year-old native 
of Montreal was on a se¬ 
curity patrol with the 
Afghan National Army at 
the time of his death. The 
member of the 1st Battal¬ 
ion of the Royal 22nd Reg¬ 
iment was on his first 
tour in the country. 

“Our thoughts and 
deepest condolences go 
out to Cpl. Scherrer's fam¬ 
ily, and to the soldiers 
and friends who served 
alongside him,” Brig.-Gen. 
Dean Milner, Canada's 
top soldier in 
Afghanistan, said.

Now that they have the oil, 
the rebels are making ten¬ 
tative plans to exploit 
Libya's most valuable natu¬ 
ral resource.

The release of Research In 
Motion’s PlayBook could be 
“the most significant devel¬ 
opment” for the company 
since the launch of its first 
BlackBeny in 1999, co-CEO 
Jim Balsillie says. 

But will consumers 
glance up from their iPads 
for even a second to give it 
a chance? 

Buzz for the PlayBook 
was palpable when the 
tablet was announced late 
last September. But online 
critics long ago grew weaiy 
of the months-long wait for 


the device. And few expect 
that even fanatical RIM fans 
will show their devotion 
like Apple’s customers do 
— by lining up overnight — 
when the PlayBook launch¬ 
es on April 19. 

Balsillie said Thursday 
that RIM will be sending 
demo units to key For¬ 
tune 500 customers and 
has already gotten “fan¬ 
tastic” feedback. 

But investors were less 
confident after the compa¬ 
ny released its latest earn¬ 
ings report. RIM stock 


plummeted more than 10 
per cent on Friday. 

The fact that it’s taken 
RIM so long to bring its 
tablet to market also hasn’t 
inspired confidence, says 
David Soberman of the Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto’s Rotman 
School of Management.

Here’s some good news in 
the wake of Japan’s disas¬ 
ter: A new study says big 
earthquakes don’t set off 
other dangerous ones 
around the globe. 

Big quakes do trigger lo¬ 
cal aftershocks, but 
researchers found no sign 
of setting off moderate¬ 
sized events beyond about 
950 kilometres away. 

That won’t surprise 
most experts, said lead 
study author Tom Parsons. 
But it’s different from his 
prior research, which did 
find a global effect for set¬ 
ting off small quakes, said 
Parsons, of the U.S. Geolog¬ 
ical Survey in Menlo Park, 
Galif 

Parsons and Aaron 


Velasco of the University of 
Texas at El Paso reported 
the work online yesterday 
in the journal Nature Geo¬ 
science. 

They looked at 
worldwide earthquake 
records for the 30 years 
ending in 2009. There 
were 205 big earthquakes, 
with magnitude of 7 or 
more, and 25,222 moder¬ 
ate ones with magnitudes 


between 5 and 7. 

While the study didn’t 
look at whether big 
quakes trigger other big 
quakes far away, the new 
data suggest they do not. 
Parsons said. An 5 Avay, 
since the world averages 
only about seven quakes at 
magnitude 7 or above per 
year, any such effect would 
have been noticed already, 
he said, the associated press

Arcade Fire won a leading 
four trophies — including 
album of the year — while

Sunday that looked to the 
past as well as the future.

Unfortunately for mil¬ 
lions of his tween devotees 
watching at home, Bieber 
— the platinum-selling 
pint-sized pop crooner 
from Stratford, Ont. — 
couldn’t appear in person 
to collect his first two Juno 
trophies due to a schedul¬ 
ing demand overseas. 

His fresh face — ratings 
gold for CTV, of course — 
still surfaced several times 
during the two-and-a-half- 
hour broadcast, however, as 
he accepted his awards via 
video messages. 

“I want to thank eveiy- 
body so much for believing 
in me,” said Bieber, cap¬ 
tured onstage in an empty 
arena. 

While Drake might have 
been disappointed by his 
award take, he put in a sol¬ 
id appearance as host, 
showcasing his comedic 
timing with an admirable 
performance as the straight 
man in entertaining skits 
with CTV news anchor 
Lloyd Robertson and Bieber. 

“You, my friend, have 
the voice of a young rabbi,” 
Drake told Bieber.

of a bully 

O An online video of one teenager attacking another has sparked outrage 
O But it’s not shocking if you remember what life was like as a teen

The video is shot on a cell 
phone. In it, a scrawny 
teenager approaches a fat 
kid, and punches him in 
the face. The fat kid does¬ 
n’t move — he just stands 
there. Then he’s punched 
again. “Wow,” says the gig¬ 
gly teen who’s filming. 
“This is getting sad, bro.” 

A second later, the fat 
kid dives after the little 
one, picks him up, body 
slams him onto the con¬ 
crete — wham! — and 
walks away. The little kid 
tries to stand. He limps as 
if he has brain damage. He 
falls down. The teen who’s 


filming laughs again — 
this time from fear. 

Asked later, the “fat 
kid,” Casey Heynes, an 
Australian lOth-grader, 
says he “snapped” and has 
been bullied all his life. 
(The 7th grader, Ritchard 
Gale, walked away with a 
scratched knee.) Casey has 
had suicidal thoughts. 

Kids, full of hormones, 
are bound to fight. But per¬ 
haps if parents shared 
more of their own child¬ 
hood experience, teens 
would understand their 
feelings better. I’ll start. 

As a young teenager, I 
was an extremely shy per¬ 
son of below-average 
height, with glasses, nei¬ 
ther popular nor the 


school nerd (although be¬ 
ing in the all boy’s chorus 
didn’t help my social sta¬ 
tus). I had anger over my 
parents’ divorce, but oth¬ 
erwise was even-tempered, 
kind and dutiful in school. 

Someone in the all-girls’ 
chorus liked me. Elise was 
nice but six inches taller, 
50 pounds overweight and 
had bad skin. After smiling 
my way for weeks, she 
sent me a love note. 

I never replied. Instead, 
with the urging of a buddy, 
I bought a canister of Slim- 
Fast, the weight-loss pow¬ 
der. I gift-wrapped it. And 
with the note “From Sam,” 
I had it delivered via one of 
her girlfriends. Standing 
30 feet away, in an outdoor 


school hallway, I watched 
as she opened it. 

Her friends reacted first, 
gasping and looking for 
someone to kill. But she 
smiled my way. It was a 
weak smile. I looked down. 
I never apologized. We 
never spoke again. 

I had punched Elise in 
the face. And although no 
one had a cell phone cam¬ 
era to capture it. I’ll never 
forget her look. In that in¬ 
stant, I saw the “fat kid” 
for what she was: a person. 
RS. I got my comeuppance: 
Three years later, a bully 
punched me in the face 
because I didn't love heavy 
metal enough. He ran away 
when he saw my bloody nose. 
Don't you miss being a teen?

2 Return skillet to medi¬ 
um heat and add oil. 
Cook sausage, break¬ 
ing up with spoon for 
about 6 minutes or un¬ 
til no longer pink 
inside. Add rapini, gar¬ 
lic, hot pepper flakes 
and salt. Cook for 5 
minutes or until turn¬ 
ing golden. 

3 Polenta: In large 

saucepan, bring stock 
to boil and gradually 
whisk in cornmeal. 
Bring to a gentle sim¬ 
mer, stirring frequently 
for about 12 minutes 
or until polenta 
mounds on spoon. Stir 
in water to loosen 
slightly and stir in 
cheese and parsley un¬ 
til cheese is melted. 

Spoon polenta into 
shallow soup bowls 
and top with rapini and 
sausage mixture.

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Turning trash into treasures 



O As Earth’s resources become scarcer, people turning towards upcycling 
O It’s turning old junk into something more valuable and imaginative 


An elegant aquarium made 
from an old computer 
monitor. Handbags made 
from old tires and soda 
cans. Forget recycling, “up- 
cycling” — turning trash 
into more valuable treas¬ 
ures — is the hot new 
trend. 

Mike Haines, who works 
for the British environmen¬ 
tal group ClientEarth, has 
reinvented garbage for 
years. 

“Recycling is good, but it 
uses a lot of energy,” he ex¬ 


plains. “Using something in 
the form it already exists in 
is much better for the envi¬ 
ronment.” 

Haines dyes and restyles 
old T-shirts, and has a box 
full of items waiting for a 
new life. 

Now Haines is trendy. 

“A lot of people upcycle 
without knowing it,” says 
Debjit Chaudhuri, founder 
of the green networking 
website Elpis.com. “Using 
old boxes as CD racks is 
veiy common. But now 


people are really discover¬ 
ing upcycling and getting 
creative about it.” 

When Elpis, a Germany- 
based website, announced 
an upcycling competition 
earlier this year and contri¬ 
butions arrived from 
around the world. Among 
the highlights pictured 
above: a lightbulb turned 
into a charming oil lamp, a 
lounge chair made from 
old skis, and an old row¬ 
boat turned into a gigantic 
flowerpot. 


“On our discussion 
boards, people discuss how 
to commercialize their up- 
cycled products, too,” 
Chaudhuri says. “A few 
years ago, upcycling as a 
business idea would simply 
have been dismissed. But 
now resources are becom¬ 
ing scarce, and people are 
pa 5 dng attention.” 

That’s why there are al¬ 
ready companies like Worn 
Again, which sells designer 
goods made from old 
clothes. • CELIAPEDROSO

What is better to buy: milk in waxed cartons or 
plastic jugs? Kevin of Calgary 


milk packaging makes up 
one of the largest 
beverage-container waste 
streams in the province? 

Glass bottles are the 
best option because they 
can be sterilized easily and 
reused. Their high deposit 
fee — about a dollar — al¬ 
so increases the likelihood 
that they will make it back 
to the store. When 
consumers return their 
bottles, the energy 
required to sterilize and 
refill them is far less than 
what’s required to make a 
new paper milk carton. If 
you can find milk in glass, 
this is your best option. 

The paper milk carton, 
or polycoated gable-top 


cartons, are made from 
virgin paperboard. But 
buyer beware: They are 
not always accepted in 
municipal curbside 
recycling programs. Torn 
between plastic and 
paper? Consider this: if 
you go through a lot of 
milk, choose one four-litre 
plastic jug to buying two 
two-litre paper cartons — 
reduce is the first “r” after 
all. And be sure to keep 
both plastic and paper 
milk containers out of the 
landfill. Always recycle.

It might be the most im¬ 
portant letter — that no 
one reads — that you ever 
write. 

In the smartphone cen¬ 
tury, when job 
applications are often 
combed by automated 
software, and nobody has 
the time to read anything 
longer than a preposition, 
the question of how to 
compose the perfect cov¬ 
er letter feels like a zen 
riddle: Why not just nail 
it to a tree crashing in an 
empty woods? 

Yet the one-page docu¬ 
ment’s value endures, ca¬ 
reer counsellors insist. 

“There is still a role for 
the cover letter, but it is 
increasingly shorter and 
shorter,” President Louise 
Fletcher of Blue Sky 
Resume says. 

“Two, maybe three 
paragraphs is the norm.” 

Don’t expect the audi¬ 
ence to make it to 
paragraph number two. 

“Lots of people don’t,” 
Fletcher adds. “They look 
at the cover letter’s first 
sentence to see what job 
you’re applying for, then 
go right for the resume.” 

Spend Time On It 

That said, you’d be 
foolhardy to drum up a 
un-proofed cover letter, 
or worse, send out the 
same generic script for 
whatever position you 
put in for. 

“Always custom tailor 
it,” Internet job hunting 
expert Margaret Riley 
Dikel says, even if you’re 
completely sure it will 


languish at the unread 
bottom of an inbox. 

“Some people will look 
closely at the letter and if 
it isn’t personalized and 
didn’t specifically address 
the details of the job, 
they’ll ignore the 
resume,” she continues. 

“Write the best 
introduction so that peo¬ 
ple who skip it will be 
fine, but people who read 


it will get your full story.” 

Put Their Words in Your Let¬ 
ter 

Don’t be afraid to re-write 
the ad, Dikel urges. 

“They actually want to 
see the same words they 
used in the post,” she ex¬ 
plains. 

“This is the first cut for 
human resources. Do 
your qualifications match 
those of the position?”

O A tough goodbye: De-cluttering bookshelves and purging old books can be a daunting task 


It’s spring, and home im¬ 
provements and spring 
cleanings are in the air. 

In the name of renewal 
(and family peace), my hus¬ 
band and I repurposed our 
rec room into a master 
bedroom and let our girls, 
ages 12 and six, have their 
own rooms. In the process, 
we had to redistribute 
eveiyone’s books. We shuf¬ 
fled them from room to 
room and set them on 
newly installed shelves, 
but we still had a lot left 
over. 

I was forced to admit it: 
I had too many books. 

And books can be hard¬ 
er to kick out than ter¬ 
mites.

grandparents. I had impor¬ 
tant, canonical works. The 
problem was, some of 
them were never liked, or 
even read. 

Years of accumulation 
had resulted in unwieldy 
towers and double-loaded 
shelves full of novels, par¬ 
enting books and travel 
guides, some from trips 
never taken or classes 30 
years past. 

“The clutter in our 
houses becomes like an¬ 
other person living there 
— the most dysfunctional 
one,” says Josel.

I started with the chil¬ 
dren’s books. Those below 
the youngest child’s read¬ 
ing level could, except for 
a few sentimental 
favourites, be weeded out.
